Venice lists 
$2 million 
for schools 


A 1974-75 Venice school 
budget revised upward to 
$2,055,264, and a new tax levy of 
$853,002 were approved by the 
Venice Board of Education last 
week following a public budget 
hearing in which a few minor 
adjustments were made in the 
appropriation bill. 

"Phe new budget, which 
reflects a deficit of $298,994 
during the current school year, 
was increased $9,184 over the 
tentative budget posted earlier, 
with all of the increase in the 
building fund. 

The new levy, against which 
taxes will be collected in 1975, is 
a decrease of $23,060 below. last 
year’s levy of $876,082, due 
primarily to a loss in the school 
district’s assessed valuation 
and rate limitations. 

The amount of $853 to be 
extended for taxes, together 
with the district's other revenue 
from state aid and federal title 
projects will produce an 
estimated $1,756,270 total in- 
come, resulting in the an- 
ticipated deficit of $298,994 if all 
expenditures projected by the 
budget are made. 

Most of the shortage is ex- 

in the educational and 
building funds, according to the 
appropriation measure. The 
projects expenses of 
$1,535,548 in the educational 
fund this year, with maximum

deficits also are expected in the 
bond and interest and the 
tion accounts.

bond payments the budget

$106,734 with estimated income 
of $103,168. 

The only account showing a 
potential balance is that for 
payment of municipal 
retirement premiums, for 
which expenses are budgeted at 
$26,372 compared to anticipated 
income of $30,863. 

The only budget revisions 
made during the public hearing, 
at which there was no citizen 
representation or discussion, 
was the addition to the building 
fund appropriation of $5,184 for 
the salary of a school matron 
and $4,000 for telephone service. 
Both items had been left off the 
tentative budget. 

The 1973 tax levy included 
extension of $661,991 in the 
educational fund, down from 
$669,774 levied last year, and 
extension of $121,096 in the 
building fund, down slightly 
from $122,519 last year.

A new tax levy expected to 
result ina tax rate of $3 per $100 
assessed valuation for schools 
was approved by the Madison 
Board of Education Thursday 
night. The anticipated new rate 
would be 3.8 cents higher than 
last year’s rate of $2.962 

The new tax levy of $78,817 is 
down $47,836 from last year’s 
levy of $826,653. The levy was 
lowered primarily because of a 
$1 million reduction in assessed 
valuation in the district which 
could not be recovered because 
educational and building fund 
rates already are at their legal 
maximums. 

The levy plus increased state 
aid is expected to support a 
1974-75 operating budget of 
$3,376,875 which is $533,273 
higher than the budget for the 
previous fiscal year.

Hartigan seeks 
senior citizen 


sales tax cut 


Lieutenant Governor Neil F. 
Hartigan today announced the 
start of a statewide grassroots 
campaign to win sales tax relief 
for Illinois senior citizens. 

Hartigan said he is joining 
with the leaders of major senior 
citizen organizations in calling 
for passage of House Bill 2715. 

The bill, which passed the 
House 124-12 this spring but now 
is in the Senate Revenue 
Committee, is ‘‘the most im- 
portant piece of legislation 
affecting seniors since the 
creation of the Department of 
Aging,” Hartigan said. 

It is “the only chance let” in 
1974, he said, to provide some 
relief to those who are suffering 
most from the current record 
inflation. 

Senior leaders who ac- 
companied him at a press 
conference announced the 
formation of the Senior Citizens 
Action Committee, to work 
exclusively for HB 2715 between 
now and the middle of 
November. 

‘The committee’s goal is to 


build a broad statewide base of 
public support for the bill, 
primarily through a postcard 
campaign. 

Hartigan pledged his “total 
support” to the committee, 
saying, “This campaign will 
reach seniors in every part of 
the state. Their voices, and not 
mine, will convince the 
legislature that the time for 
action is now.” 

Hartigan’s office already has 
received thousands of postcards 
from citizens backing HB 2715, 
and more are arriving daily. 

“When the General Assembly 
returns in November, a strong, 
clear and undeniable message 
will be waiting,’’ he said. 

If the bill is not passed by the 
end of 1974, another year of 
crippling inflation will pass and 
those living on small fixed in- 
comes will suffer even more,

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How to qualify for — 
cigarette tax refund 


Persons who purchased 
cigarettes in Illinois between 
Jan. 1, 1967 and Dec. 1, 1969, 
may file with the state for 
refund of a portion of the tax. A 
Cook County Circuit Court 
judge has declared un- 
constitutional a portion of the 
tax charged. 


The state has been ordered to 
place $3.5 million in a special 
fund for refund to those who 
paid the tax. Refund requests 
will be accepted through Dec. 
15, after which the actual 
repayments will begin. 

The court appointed 
American National Bank and 
Trust Co. of Chicago as trustee 
for the fund and to distribute the 
money. A bank official told the 
Press-Record Friday that those 
who purchased cigarettes 
between 1967 and 1969 need not 
have receipts to prove the 
purchase. 

“At this time there has been 
no ruling on the method for 
determining if a person actually 
paid the tax. Our advise would 
be to have everyone answer the 
questions as honestly as he can 
and he will be in no danger of 
prosecution,” the bank official 
stated. 


The amount which will be 
refunded to each person has not 
been determined by the court, 
but indications are that a person 
who smoked one pack of 
cigarettes per day for the entire 
period may receive $4 or more 
from the state. 


The tax ruled illegal was the 
sales tax charged in addition to 
the cigarette use tax. The im- 
properly assessed tax on a 
package was .00245 of a cent. In 
effect, taxpayers were paying a 
tax on a tax, being charged a 
sales tax on the price of the 
cigarettes, which already in 
cluded the cigarette use tax. e 

The illegal tax was not! 
charged on cigars or pipe or 
chewing tobacco, so refunds are 
not allowed for other than 
cigarette purchases. 

Refund claim applications 
are available at most banks in 
the Quad-City area. The ap- 
plications state, “The claimant 
must be prepared to prove to 
the satisfaction of the trustee 
(the Chicago bank) and the 
court that he paid the tax. False 
statements in a claim will

“It’s a slap in the face to both 
houses of the legislature, which 
overwhelmingly passed the 
bill,” Brann charged. ‘‘He’s 
playing politics with pollution.”” 

S. 589, 5 by Sen. A.C. 
“Junie” Bartulis (R-Benld) and 
Rep. Tom McMaster (R- 
Oneida), would require the 
State Institute of Environ- 
mental Quality to study the 
economic impact of present and 
proposed environmental 
regulations in Ilinois. 

“Effects of proposed 
regulations on employment, 
dislocations and shutdowns of 
industry, profitability, prices 
and economic development 
would be examined,” Brann 
said. 

“The fuel crisis might well 
have been minimized had en- 
vironmental legislation been 
studied for its effect on the 
state’s economy. The new law

S. 589. passed the Senate 540 
and the House 11933. The 
constitutional requirement for 
override is three-fifths of the 
membership (36 votes in the 
Senate and 107 in the House). 

“The override is a clear-cut 
campaign issue for state 
legislators this fall,” Brann 
said. “Everyone should urge 
candidates to state in advance 
their position on this bill during 
the fall veto review session 
beginning Nov. 7. 

“In his veto message, the 
governor claims the Pollution 
Control Board ‘now routinely 
studies the economic impact of 
its regulations." Fact is, the 
board does not engage in 
comprehensive studies of the 
type proposed by S. 589. 

“We aren't aware of any so- 
called routine studies other than 
a mere recognition of economic 
reasonableness in regulations 
when issued, based on a review 
of the incomplete hearing 
records. 

“The governor claims review 
of existing regulations would 
serve no useful function. But it 
would, because extensive 
economic impact information 
was never gathered nor studied 
when these rules were adopted. 

“He says economic studies 
would duplicate studies now in 
board records, with the tax- 
payers having to foot the cost. 
But the taxpayers are as af- 
fected as anyone else because of 
possible adverse effects on our 
economic growth. The tax- 
payers are already paying, and 
they have a right to know the 
economic costs, 

“Further, the governor 
claims the bill emphasized 
dollar costs, not health, which 
he calls a violation ‘of the spirit 
if not the letter’ of the Con- 
stitution and the Environmental 
Protection Act 

“Fact is, this bill tries to 
achieve a balance between 
everyone's desire to achieve a 
clean and _ healthful en- 
vironment while, at the same 
time, not harming our state’s 
economic growth.” 


Lincoln debate 
Oct. 6 in Alton 


Abe Lincoln and Stephen A. 
Douglas are to the 
Tllinois cities which heard them 
debate during their race for the 
Senate 116 years ago. The Alton 
visit is set for 2:30 p.m. Oct. 6. 

‘The two historical figures are 
played by actors, of course. And 
the debates, which began Aug. 
25 in Ottawa and will continue 
each Sunday through Oct. 13, 
are re-enactments of the 
famous _ Lincoln-Douglas. 
debates of 1858. Douglas won 
the Senate race but two years 
later lost the Presidency to his 
fellow Illinoisan. 

“This is a dramatic and ex- 
citing way to relive Illinois 
history,” in the view of Michael 
Linderman, director of the 
Tourism Division, Illinois 
Department of Business and 
Economic Development. The 
department is helping promote 
the seven debates. 

Co-sponsored by Eastern 
Illinois University and the 
Chambers of Commerce of the 
seven cities, the 40-minute re- 
enactments are largely the 
work of Dr. Ralph Y. McGinnis 
of the EIU Speech and Com- 
munication Department. 

Playing Lincoln in each city is 
professional agtor and Lincoln 
specialist Richard Blake. In 
addition to the debates, some of 
the cities have planned parades, 
old-time political rallies, 
marching bands and oxen 
barbecues. 

The schedule includes 
Galesburg, Sept. 22; Freeport, 
Sept. 29; Alton, Oct. 6; and 
Jonesboro, Oct. 13.

Group reports severe 
Illinois energy shortage 


The Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association contends that fuel 
and other energy-related 
shortages have hurt hundreds of 
Illinois firms and caused 
layoffs, production cutbacks 
and short shifts affecting tens of 
thousands of Illinois employes 
in the past two years. 

The figures, based on IMA 
surveys of its 5,500 industrial 
members, were contained in a 
statement submitted to the 
Federal Energy 
Administration's ‘‘Project 
Independence” hearings in 
Chicago. 

The IMA also reported that 
over 450 Illinois firms have 
instituted energy conservation 
programs, with energy savings 
of 10 per cent-15 per cent 
already achieved by some 
manufacturers, allowing more 
energy supplies to be available 
to consumers. 

The statement sought to show 
how faulty government policies 
had helped create the energy 
shortage: 

Coal: Increasingly stringent 
environmental limitations on 
the mining and burning of coal, 
Illinois’ most abundant fuel. 

Gas: Unusually low prices for 
natural gas, set by the U.S. 
government, have limited 
development of new supplies. 

Oil; Government restrictions 
on pipelines, supertanker 
docking facilities, offshore 
drilling and refinery con- 
struction have hampered 
domestic oil capabilities. 

‘The IMA challenged a current 
belief that sulfur dioxide in the 
U.S. is a serious health 
problem, citing studies in 
England and the U.S.: “A 
recent study of one million 
deaths in New York City in- 
dicates that SO2 is not a cause of 
air pollution-related deaths.” 

To provide some relief for 
energy shortages currently 
wracking the economy and 
adding to double-digit inflation,

Newspapers cited as 
valuable teaching aids 


Using newspapers in school 
classrooms increases student 
achievement, enriches the 
curriculum and reduces 
discipline problems, a Penn- 
sylvania audience was told by 
Granite City’s Alfred J. Wilson. 

The Emerson elementary 
school principal subscribes to 
335 newspapers for his 335 


pupils. 

“| dare you to be different,” 
he told 200 graduate students, 
educators and school ad- 
ministrators in_a presentation 
at Shippensburg (Pa:) State 
College in conjunction with a 
Newspaper in the Classroom 
(NIC) graduate course. 

Why Wilson uses newspapers 
as primary teaching tools and 
supplements them with text- 
books is explained in a “six- 
point rationale.” 

Some “‘culturally deprived” 
pupils from the industrialized 
city of 41,000 achieved 6 or 41 
months extra growth during the 
first year, he said. The “lowest’” 
pupil achieved a normal ‘one 
year’s growth.” 

As an example of newspapers 
enriching curriculum, Wilson 
cited a teacher who consulted a 
civics textbook when 
‘Watergate’ began. The 
teacher found only one article 
on impeachment. 

“Just count all the articles on 
Watergate and impeachment 
that have appeared in the 
newspapers,’’ Wilson com- 
mented. 

Wilson said a study conducted 
in Memphis, Tenn., indicates 
newspapers were’ used on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, a 
Memphis school calculated 
better attendance records on 
those two days. 

“Retention of material over 
the summer was improved 
because pupils acquired in- 
formation in a 
meaningful context that. con- 
tinued beyond the school year,” 
Wilson said of his ist through 
6th grade pupils. 

Many Emerson pupils con- 
tinue reading newspapers 
during summer vacations and 
“this reduces vacation-time 
loss of learning,”’ it was 
asserted 

Emerson teachers “sit down 
with a cup of coffee and a 
newspaper in the morning and 
start crossing-out, X-ing and 
underlining,” Wilson explained. 

“They look for examples, 
skills and concepts they want to 
teach that day using the 
newspaper.” 

After identifying four to six 
activities to use with their 
pupils—all derived from a daily 
newspaper—‘“their school day 
is made,” Wilson commented. 

“Tt isn’t any big deal,” he 
said,’ “because you become 
extremely familiar with 
newspaper content.” 

Wilson pointed to one 
teacher’s comment concerning

use of the newspaper in the 
classroom: “Just make very 
ordinary lesson plans and the 
student will glorify them.” 

Wilson doesn’t ¢ 
exclusive use of newspapers as 
primary teaching tools. 

“The newspaper is your up-to- 
date reinforcement for a text- 
book,’’ he maintained. 

At Emerson elementary, 
teachers refer to textbooks only ‘ 
about one-fourth of the time. 

“The newspaper is the closest 
thing we have to an educational 
panacea in the hands of the 
proper teacher,” Wilson noted. 

He was one of three NIC 
specialists sharing ideas with 
elementary and secondary 
graduate students at the 
Shippensburg State College NIC 
course. 

Previously, Judith D. Hines, 
staff consultant for educational 
services at the American 
Newspaper Publishers 
Association headquarters, 
discussed up-to-date NIC ideas 
implemented throughout the 
country. $ 

“We want to help your 

students become well-informed 
citizens able to understand our 
nation and its problems, past, 
present, and in the future,” 
Wichita Eagle and Beacon 
educational coordinator Nancy 
Sparks told teachers enrolled in 
the course. 
- Using old newspaper issues 
and current copies of the 
Harrisburg (Pa.) Patriot, Mrs. 
Sparks discussed the conditions 
of life in America a century ago, 
problems facing the nation 
today, and the importance of 
studying newspapers as guides 
to some of the problems facing 
young citizens who are in 
classrooms now. 


“Mrs. Sparks, who advises 
teachers using newspapers as 
teaching tools in: Kansas 
schools, stressed comparative 
studies of newspapers. 

She said newspapers used in 
comparative studies bring to 
pupils a basis for developing 
critical thinking and evaluation. 

To Mrs. Sparks, newspapers 
“truly are cultural artifacts.” 

She stressed the need for 
study of newspapers as 
remedial reading tools. “A 
federal report,” Mrs. Sparks 
said, “estimates 1.5 million 
Americans cannot read or 
write. 

“In every test case I’ve seen, 
those pupils exposed to 
newspapers gained one full 
achievement level higher than 
those not exposed,” she noted. 

Mrs. Sparks identified three 
major goals of the nationwide 
NIC program—to explain 
freedom of the press; to offer 
teachers and students alter- 
native teaching’ strategies; and 
to develop in students the 
regular habit of reading

Downtrend in highway 
construction projects

Springfield Bureau 
In Mlinois, 1971 was an ex- 
tremely good year for highway’ 
construction and right-of-way 
work. Expenditures totaled 
$507.6 million for all work 
financed directly through the 
state Department of Tran- 

sportation. 

Totals for 1970 were $005.6 
million, while 1972 amounted to 
$392.1 million and 1973 figures 
were $339.1 million, according 
to the DOT. The figures include 
work done in all nine tran- 
sportation districts. 

In explaining the reason for 
the large jump in 1971 figures, 
Glenn Younkin of the con- 
struction section of the division 
of highways said, ‘Many fac- 
tors affect highway con- 
struction, the two biggest being 
weather and labor.” 

For example, a bad spring, 
weatherwise, followed by a 
labor strike, followed by more 
bad weather could result in a 
bad year, constructionwise. 

Construction work 
anything for which payment is 
made to a contractor for high- 
way projects. This category 
includes bridges, safety 
features, grade and land 
separations, resurfacing, 
patching and payments to 
railroads and public facilities 
for adjusting their facilities. 

Too, construction —_ex- 
penditures include federal aid 
in matching funds paid to Cook 
County and the city of Chicago 
which flows through the DOT. 

Expenditures for rights-of- 
way cover land acquisition for

new highways or for changes in 
existing roads. 

“These expenditures are for 
state roads and do not include 
work done to township, city 
roads, etc.,” he said.

$44.1, $25.6 and $20.4 for a total 
of $132.2. 

District 6 (Springfield)— 
$24.6, $33.8, $57.7 and $47.0 for a 
total of $163.1. 

District 7 (Effingham)— 
$42.6, $43.5, $39.0 and $26.3 for a 
total of $151.4. 

District 8 (East St. Louis, 
including Madison County)— 
$32.3, $77.6, $60.4 and $52.9 for a 
total of $223.2.

Variations between the 
districts are related to the 
amount of interstate highway 
completed within each one, 
according to the official.

Testimony favors treatment 
plant training center in area 


A proposed advanced waste 
treatment facility and waste 
treatment operator training 
center at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
would meet all current federal 
and state effluent and water 
quality requirements, ac- 
cording to testimony at a public 
hearing on the SIUE campus 
last week. 

The hearing was attended by 
representatives of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency, SIUE 
School of Science and 
Technology and Clark, Dietz & 
Associates, the engineering 
firm retained by the university 
to prepare plans and 
specifications for the facilities. 

A description of the proposed 


projects and an environmentr 


assessment statement were 
read by James L. Hawley of 
Clark, Dietz & Associates. 

He indicated the proposals 
would comply with all effluent 
and water quality standards 
currently required by the 
federal and state environmental 
agencies: No questions were 


raised by the representatives of 
the agencies who attended the 
hearing. 

Illinois Gov, Dan Walker 
announced in October 1973 that 
a $2 million grant from the 
Illinois EPA would be made to 
SIUE for the new facilities. 

B. D. Hudgens, SIUE vice- 
president for business affairs, 
who presided at Monday’s 
hearing, said construction’ is 
expected to begin early next 
year, The new structure will be. 
located adjacent to the existing 
waste water treatment plant on 
the northwest side of the 
campus. 

SIUE has been sponsoring a 
sewage treatment plant 
operators institute since 1967. 
Non-credit programs have 
helped upgrade skills of sewage 
and water plant operators 
throughout Southern Illinois. 

When the new facilities are 
completed, SIUE will be able to 
expand existing programs and 
offer a broader range.of waste 
water treatment instruction. 
Federal EPA officials report 
the training center will be the 
first of its kind in the nation.

New community funding plan 
outlined to county, cities 


Cooperation between Madison 
County and its municipalities in 
developing improvement 
projects to which all agree can 
mean a federal nest egg of 
approximately $7 million during 
the next three years, according 
toa government plan outlined to 
municipal and county officials 
in a meeting at Edwardsville 
last week. 

According to Mrs. Mary Kane

Madison County, to qualify 
for the money, must achieve

is defined in part as one having 
a population of more than 
200,000. 

On the basis the county would 
have to prepare projects in 
which municipalities would 
participate to meet the 
population requirement

can be used for virtually any

decrease sharply in terms of tax 
levies. 

The educational fund, kept at 
its maximum rate fo $1.60, 
showed a levy decrease from 
$458,232 last year to $416,400 this 
year. This is the amount to be 
collected from property taxes in 
the district. The rate’can not be 
increased without a referen- 
dum. 

The building fund rate also is 
frozen by law at 37% cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. Last 
year that produced $107,398 in 
property taxes, but this year’s 
levy is expected to generate 
only $98,200 from local tax 
payers, 

The rate for the bond and 
interest fund increased from 
47.7 cents in the 1973-74 fiscal 
year to 52 cents in the 1974-75 
year. The rate increase only 
increases the levy from $127,675 
last year to $133,565 this year. 

The teachers’ retirement fund 
levy increased from $51,000 to 
$57,000 as the rate jumped from 
19.46 cents to 22 cents. 

With higher gasoline costs 
and a higher contract with 
School Transportation Co. for 
school bus services, a levy jump 
from $31,628 in the last fiscal 
year to $50,000 was required in 
the transportation levy, causing 
the rate to jump from 12 cents to 
19% cents 

A fire protection and safety 
fund rate of 5 cents, which 
by law, will yield only $13, 
this year as compared to $14,; 
last year. Also frozen is the 


special education rate of 4 cents” 


which will show the levy 
declining front $11,400 last year 
to $10,402 for the 1974-75 fiscal 
year 

The tax rate of 8 cents for 
junior college costs was 
eliminated in the new levy 
because Belleville Area College 
has assumed junior college 
training for the district 

‘The new budget approved by 
the school board, by funds, with 
last year's figures in paren- 
thesis, follows. 

Educational fund, $2,700,500 
($3,411,836); building fund, 
$240,000 ($153,054); bond and 
interest fund, $128,175 
($132,075); special education, 
$72,000 ($49,137); 
sportation, $72,200 ($45,500), 
and municipal retirement, 
$65,000 ($52,000) 

The budget was approved at a 
public hearing that preceded 
the board meeting.

Any project of the type and size 
that can be called ‘pork barrel” 
may seem hard to defend, par- 
ticularly in this era of inflation and 
concern over federal taxes and 
deficits.. Nevertheless, a strong 
argument can be made to proceed 
without further delay to build a new 
dam and locks two miles this side of 
the present Alton dam. 

Locks and Dam 26 link this region 
and areas south of here with 
Chicago, by way of the Illinois 
River, and with Minneapolis, via the 
upper Mississippi River. Situated 
downstream from the Illinois, the 
locks site is a short distance above 
the confluence of the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. 

Only 600 feet long, the two Alton 
locks built in 1938 have become ob- 
solete. Tonnage moving through 
them amounted to 51,336,000 tons in 
1973, well over the design capacity of 
46,200,000 tons. 

The average daily wait for each 
barge using the Alton locks has risen 
to more than four hours, and 30 per 
cent of the tows must be broken up 
and double-locked. 

The locks are not deep enough to 
handle movement of ice flows ef- 
ficiently, leading to additional 
delays in wintertime, and they have 
had to be shut down on several past 
occasions. Structural deficiencies in 
the dam itself are progressively 
becoming more serious. 

New locks would be 1,200 feet long, 
matching the Granite City facilities. 

Designed for annual capacity of 
170 million tons, the new structure 
would include an_ administration 
building on the Illinois side and 
would allow space for a recreation 
area, marina and _ boat-launching 
facilities on the Missouri side. 

The Army Corps of Engineers was 


preparing to let construction bids on 
the project the next day when a 
restraining order was sought and ob- 
tained Aug. 6 by the Izaak Walton 
League, Sierra Club and Association 
of Western Railroads. 

This has indefinitely stalled the 
$358 million project, which is to take 
11 years to complete, once started. 

The railroads see improved river 
transportation as placing them at a 
competitive disadvantage. The en- 
vironmental groups cite the 
proposed 18-foot sill depth and ask 
whether this is the first step in a 
Corps plan to upgrade Illinois River 
and upper Mississippi locks ana 
dams and to increase channel depth 
from the present nine feet to 12 feet. 

Army Engineers reply that they 
have no such plans. They say the 18- 
foot sill is intended to expedite ice 
movement. Also, it would give a 
deeper cushion of water under 
barges, enabling the water level to 
be raised and lowered more rapidly 
and with less turbulence. 

The U. S. House and Senate Con- 
ference Committee which approved 
the appropriation for the initial 
stage of construction did so with the 
specific understanding that the new 
locks were being designed for 
maximum operational efficiency 
within the presently authorized nine- 
foot navigation channel. 

To help break the procedural 
logjam, new federal legislation may 
be sought to order construction of 
Locks and Dam 26. 


If further legal steps prove 
necessary, the active interest and 
support of individuals, groups and 
agencies in this region could prove 
helpful in tipping the scales towarda 
prompt and affirmative resolution of 
the issue.

The basie goal of the Illinois- 
Missouri Progressive Airport 
Creation Taskforce (Impact), a 
two-state organization devoted 
toa better future for the St. 
Louis region, is to preserve and 
improve Lambert Field while- 
proceeding with a major new 
airport. 

This is realistic and 
statesmanlike. Impact’s fac- 
tual, non-emotional approach is 
helpfyl in putting the airport 
problem in the St. Louis region 
in proper perspective. I 
congratulate Impact on a sound 
program. 

The truth is that, V r we 
face it or not, modern, adequate 
airport facilities are essential to 
any area which wishes to 
prosper. To rely on present 
facilities alone, as someone has 
said, is to strain the present and 
cheat the future. 

Unless the St. Louis area can 
develop airport facilities that 
are competitive with America’s 
other great _cities—the 
economic decline that now grips 
the St. Louis area will grow 
even worse 

To put the decline in terms of 
airports, since 1969, nine 
Lambert Fields have moved 
from St. Louis. 

That's the employment 
equivalent of the more than 
45,000 jobs that the St. Louis 
area—both the Missouri and the 
Illinois sides—have together 
lost while the nation overall was 
gaining in employment. 

The key ‘to turning the area 
around is greatly improved 
transportation facilities 
Planners of the East-West 
Gateway Co-ordinating Council 
have said that the area must 
capitalize on its position as a 
transportation center or it will 
be unable to support the people 
who will be living here in the 
coming decades 

The internationally respected 
economist Murray L 
Weidenbaum said it was vital 
for the area to “more fully 
develop and modernize our 
transportation —_facilities,”’ 
terming the St. Louis area “the 
gateway to the South, which is 
the most rapidly expanding 
area of the country.” 

Professor Weidenbaum 
pointed out that ‘‘of all the 
heavy industrialized cities in 
the Northeastern portion of the 
United States, St. Louis is 
closest to Dallas, Houston, 
Phoenix and the other fast- 
growing ‘sun belt’ cities of the 
South and Southwest." 

Painful as it may be, the 
recent elimination of St. Louis 
by the Department of Tran- 
sportation from the approved 
list recommended for a new 
European service may be a 
blessing in the long run. 

If it will galvanize the region 
into realization that two-state 
cooperation is a must, that true 
regionalism must be more than 
just a phrase, it will bring a 
great step forward. 

Surely, even the most con- 
vinced skeptic must really find 
it hard to believe that it is only a 
matter of coincidence that all of 
the cities that have been suc 
cessful thus far in the Civil 
Aeronautics Board case have 
better airport facilities than 
does St. Louis. 

In fact, every one of the cities 
already has airport facilities 
that are superior—generally far 
superior to the maximum 
potential of Lambert Field. And 
in two of the cities, further 
substantial improvements are 
in progress. 

Surely, cooperation by 
Missouri and by Illinois in 
resolving the present airport 
issue can get St. Louis back in 
the running for transatlantic 
service—and more important, 
get the entire area moving 
forward toward the kind of 
strong future it deserves and 
the kind of a future so important 
to the well-being of the people. 

There is overwhelming 
evidence that a new airport is 
needed and that Columbia- 
Waterloo is the best site 

The need for a new airport 
was first identified by 

Missourians and the 

Columbia-Waterloo location 

was first selected by the in- 

ternationally known Missouri- 
based consultants—Horner & 

Shifrin—working for the City 

of St. Louis in 1969. 

Subsequently, the Ilinois site 
was examined by Northrop 
Airport Development Corp. for 
the State of Missouri and by R. 
Dixon Speas for the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area Airport 
Authority. 

Both of these firms agreed 
with Horner & Shifrin that the 
Columbia-Waterloo site was the 
best location. 

The alternative of expanding 
Lambert was examined and 
rejected by Northrop, in their 
study for Missouri, by TAMS for 
the City of St. Louis, and by 
Speas for the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area - Airport 
Authority. 

There has never been any 
realistic, feasible plan for ex- 
panding Lambert to make it 
suitable for meeting the long- 
range needs for this region’s air 


controversy 


has prolonged the im- 
plementation of plans for the 
new airport that will provide the 
kind of facility that will be 
needed ten years, from now. 

Besides its most important 
function—and that function is to 
provide a basic transportation 
resource that is essential to 
turning the area’s economy 
around—the new airport will 
itself add jobs, There will be an 
estimated 33,000 jobs when the 
airport is fully operational. 

Bear in mind that the airline 
jobs at Lambert will be trans- 
ferred and not lost to the region. 

And, importantly, Lambert 
will continue as a major 
regional resource with a vital, 
new, job-generating role. 

For a glimpse at the kind of 
future the new airport can 
bring, let's look at Dallas-Fort 
Worth, one of the cities 
recommended for transatlantic 

service. 

Opened in January ‘of this 
year, the airport is operating 
above traffic levels that had 
been predicted, and flights are 
continually being added. 

Meanwhile, the old airport, 
Dallas Love Field, has been 
experiencing rapid growth in its 
new role. 

Thus, the new airport at 
Dallas-Fort Worth has been a 
significant addition to the 
community. The new airport for 
St. Louis will do the same sort of 
thing 

Interestingly enough, the 
airlines moved from Love 

Field, an airport with higher 

capacity than ever will be 

possible at Lambert, when 
boardings reached about six 
million annual passengers. 

Now, however, we have 
voices saying that cramped 

Lambert can handle that 

load—and even possibly 

double the passenger load of 
the Dallas-Fort Worth 

Regional Airport! 

Even the most conservative 
forecasts—made amid the 
present economic gloom— 
predict that the six million level 
will be reached at St. Louis by 
1985 

And this extremely low 
forecast is by the Air Transport 
Association, an organization 
known for vacillating forecasts. 

By contrast, McDonnell 
Douglas predicted 13.7 million 
passenger boardings in 1985, the 
highest of any forecast, 

The question, then, for St 
Louis is, will there be adequate 
facilities for the number of 
passengers, as at Dallas-Fort 
Worth? 

There have been some well 
publicized start-up problems at 
that highly advanced airport, 
but the people of Dallas-Fort 
Worth are laughing—all the 
way to the bank 

Perhaps the need for 
providing the kind of capacity 
that Dallas-Fort Worth has can 
be seen when compared with 
some well-known parallels. 
Where would this area be if 
Interstate 270-244-255 had not 
been built, and the region still 
relied solely on Lindbergh 
Boulevard? 

Could an “expanded” Lind- 
bergh Boulevard serve today's 
needs of the metropolitan area, 
or would a new highway better 
serve them? The answer is 
obvious. — 

So, too, is the answer obvious 
to those who have realistically 
examined the situation at 
Lambert. 

We who use Lambert 
regularly know about the high- 
way access problems, the. lines 
at the ticket counters, the 
confusion at the baggage claim 
area. 

We tolerate long waits for 
security checks at crowded 
concourses, walk to our planes 
without weather protection 
and—once away from the 
gate—wait in line on the 
taxiway as other aircraft tie 
up the active runway 

How can such an airport 
handle twice the load that it now 
does? 

One proposal of a way that 
Lambert could do it was the 
Lambert 2000 Plan. It was the 
key element in the well- 
financed campaign during the 
so-called “airport referen- 
dum." 

But the Lambert 2000 Plan 
faded into obscurity when 
McDonnell Douglas found it so 
encroaching that perhaps 18,000 
of that company’s jobs would be 
moved from the area. 

While the 2000 Plan was 
dropped, the pro-Lambert-2000 
referendum vote, was not, and 
it is continually raised in sup- 
port of the ‘Lambert forever” 
position. 

But a vote this month by the 
East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council looks toward a 
new spirit of cooperation for 
this great region. A resolution, 
given unanimous Council ap- 
proval, asks for a prompt 
decision by the Secretary of 
Transportation as soon as 
possible after completion of the 
studies now under way. 

‘The work of Impact is another 
outstanding example of the 
emerging spirit of cooperation 
among the Missouri and the 
Illinois parts of this region. 

It is the kind of regional 
Guibking conceiel to De forth 

the greatness that clearly is 


within reach for the St. Louis 
area. 

T applaud Impact for its sound 
position of working to preserve 
and develop Lambert Field and 
build the new airport. 

Impact already has had a 
tremendous effect on the 
federal officials in Washington 
by showing that citizens do care 
about the future of St. Louis. 

It has arrived on the scene 
when it can make a most im- 
portant contribution. 

As the last two studies, of the 
35 or so that have been con- 
ducted, draw to a conclusion 
around the first of the year, 
Impact can demonstrate that

Unsound Edwardsville attack on Expo 


To the Editor: 

I have been both perplexed 
and exasperated by the 
Edwardsville newspapers 
editorial opposition to the 
metro-east civic and per- 
formance arts center made 
possible by Senate Bill 166. 

Repeatedly they have 
demeaned ‘this important 
legislative breakthrough for 
metro-east, and they have 
maligned the motives of per- 
sons who worked hard for this 
achievement. 

Surely a newspaper is entitled 
to its opinions. 

But a responsible newspaper 
reasonably can be expected to 
check out its assumptions more 
carefully than did the 
Intelligencer before it indulges 
in gratuitous innuendo con- 
cerning the motives of persons 
deeply concerned with 
legislation keyed to the welfare 
and growth of this community. 
I have no shame that it was 
myself and members of my 
staff who figured out the 
complex mechanism by which 
McCormick Place has 
monoploized $27 million a year 
in parimutuel and cigarette 
taxes (including $5 million each 
year solely from metro-east) 
and how to apply a portion of 
those funds to a local facility 

It affords me great pride to 
know that the first ‘“down- 
staters’’ to recognize this 
strategic revenue source and to 
divert a share of it back to 
Downstate were my colleagues. 

Metro-east has contributed 
tens of millions of dollars to that 
special fund since 1947, and I 
am proud to have played a role 
in channeling just $15 million of 
it back to metro-east under S.B. 
166. 

Similarly, I have made it no 
secret that the university would 
benefit from such a facility, 
particularly if constructed on 
the Edwardsville campus. 

Obviously, the university 
would be a major user of the 
facility for athletic events, 
theater and performing arts 
performances, conferences of 
both an academic and public 
variety, and a number of kin- 
dred public purposes. 

The newspaper, however, has 
editorially concluded that S.B. 


166 amounts merely to political , 


machinations by Sen. 
Vadalabene, Gov. Walker and 
myself. ‘This position is grassly 
misleading. 

The latest Edwardsville 
editorial continued to question 
the “feasibility” of such a 
facility. 

Beyond that, it forthrightly 
asserted that S.B. 166 was 
enacted not on its merits, but 
because it allowed me to “end 
run” BHE on a capital project 
for the university, because Sen. 
Vadalabene could get credit for 
a major 
risking local tax dollars in the 
event it became a ‘‘boon- 
doggle,"" and because Gov 
Waiker could win recon- 
ciliation with Madison County 
Democrats by approving the 
legislation. 

I feel impelled to enter the 
following clarification for the 
public record: 

1) My support for S.B. 166 was 
not an “end run” around BHE. 
In the first place, BHE has 
always agreed that SIUE badly 
needs facilities for athletics and 
performing arts functions. 

The Board of Higher 
Edcuation. has_ previously 
recommended funds for 4 
university Arena. 

The fact that they had been 
unable to translate this 
recommendation to much- 
needed appropriations relates 
not to need but to dollar 
availability from regular 


sources. 
The editorial called attention 


to the approved project as 
bringing lack of rationality to 
the planning process. 

Is it considered rational for a 
major state university to be 
without any physical education 
facility for a period of 10 years? 
This has been the case at 
Edwardsville. 

I consider our effort to be an 
application of ingenuity 
towards a goal which both the 
Board of Higher Education and 
anyone cognizant of , the 
physical needs of higher 
education would share. 

2) My motivations on this bill 
also extend far beyond the 
university. 

Metro-east needs the type of 
facility which is contemplated. 

Metro-east has paid six or 
seven times the $15 million 
involved for this project into the 
parimutuel and cigarette tax 
funds from which only Chicago 
to date has benefitted. 

I am commited to the belief 
that the university has a fun- 
damental obligation to assist in 
developing the economic, social 
and civic amenities of the 
dispersed community which is 
metro-east. 

S.B. 166 is an extraordinary 
installment in furtherance of 
that commitment. It was this 
cause which motivated me 
more than any other con- 
sideration. 

3) The persistent concern 
over ‘feasibility studies” is 
without merit and has no place 
in the whole discussion of this 
bill. 

Feasibility studies are 
critical when a municipality 

ances a project by revenue 
bonds to be paid off by local 
taxes and use charges. No such 
financing requirement exists 
for the S.B, 166 facility. 

Internal revenues of the 
facility will assist from time to 
time in paying the bonds. 

But parimutuel tax funds are 
available each year in an 
amount twice that needed to 
finance all five of the S.B. 166, 
centers (Aurora, Peoria, Rock- 
ford and Springfield as well as 
metro-east). 

Feasibility studies on a 
building for which funds 
already exist make no sense. 

Further, I was involved in the « 
planning and building of a 
multi-million-dollar arena on 
the Carbondale campus of 
Southern Illinois University. 

It has been a successful ad- 
junct to the campus. I can 
assure you its construction 
wasn’t preceded by a feasibility 
study. 

No doubt there should be 
planning studies by the 
facility's authority to determine 
details of the facility. 

But continued use of the term 
“feasibility study’’ totally

te the facility. 

Worse yet, it mistakenly 
makes. it appear that Gov. 
Walker, Sen., Vadalabene and 
myself have somehow con- 
spired to spend tax dollars 
frivolously. 

I am ‘satisfied, without a 
lengthy and costly “feasibility 
study,” that a $15 million civic 
facility open to 600,000 persons. 
in metro-east (in addition to a 
major public university) will be 
put to many diverse ana 
deserving yses. 

Tam further convinced that a 
physical and performing arts 
center in the metro-east area is 
feasible, having seen the 
utilization of the Arena on the 
Carbondale campus of. SIU. 

I also submit that Gov. 
Walker and Sen. Vadalabene 
were similarly concerned with 
the soundness of the bill, and not 
the political purchases the 
editorial describes. 


Sen. Vadalabene established 
a record of fighting to get 


metro-east a fair share of state 
revenue long before S.B. 166 
surfaced. 

‘As to the governor, the bill 
provides five Downstate 
metropolitan areas with im- 
portant civic resources without 
increasing local taxes, while 
actually increasing funds 
available to the rest of the state 
throughr general revenue after 
197. 

I know personally that these 
were the persuasive con- 
siderations which weighed in 
the governor's decision to 
support the bill. 

It is unfortunate that the 
Edwardsville editorializing 
failed to shed any light at all on 
the governor’s commitment to 
help Downstate's major cities 
compete with their coun- 
terparts in other states for civic 
amenities so important to at- 
on and keeping modern 


try. 

Above my chagrin over the 
narrow reporting on this 
matter, however, I am sadly 
disappointed. 

Disappointed that a 
newspaper which purports to 
serve the same community 
served by the university and 
Sen. Vadalabene would choose 
to indulge itself in unfounded, 
misinformed conjecture, rather 
than share in a fact-oriented 
manner the commitment which 
many people generated ‘for this 
legislation. 

The press surely has a right to 
oppose legislation. 

But the press also has a 
responsibility to predicate such 
opposition on fact and a 
reasonably thorough un- 
derstanding of what is going on, 
rather than on speculative 
conjecture and ill-founded in- 
nuendo. 

Neither Sen. Vadalabene nor I 
have been contacted by any of 
the Edwardsville editorial- 
writing staff prior to the un- 
fortunate and erroneous 
editorial statements regarding 
this facility. 

We might not have convinced 
them to reach a different 
conclusion, but certainly, after 
discussion, they would have 
been better informed. 

I believe that the 
Intelligencer has done a 
disservice to the Edwardsville 
community, and to all of metro- 
east in its reporting and 
editorial positions on S.B. 166. 

Fortunately, no lasting harm 
has innured to the community 
because of the deviation into the 
realm of conjecture.

Of five lew bids received by 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation last week for 
highway improvement projects 
in the Quad-City area and 
Madison County, two appear 
certain of contract awards, one 
is on the borderline of DOT bid 
policies -for letting contracts 
and the other two are in excess 
of DOT bid limits. 

Customarily the  tran- 
sportation department will 
award contracts to qualified 
bidders if the bid offer is not 
more than 5 per cent in excess 
of the DOT estimated cost of 
construction. 

A bid of $137,345 by C.D. 
Peters Construction Co, of 
Granite City for modernization 
of the Nameoki-Fehling- 
Johnson roads intersection, 
including installation of new 
traffic signals with left-turn 
lights, is expected to result in a 
contract. 

That bid was $15,455 or 10.1 
per cent less than the state’s 
cost estimate of $152,800. 

A bid by R. Dron Electrical 
Co. of Granite City of $91,946 to 
furnish and install traffic 
control signals at Route 203 and 
Maryville Road north of 
Granite City is $3,446, or 3.8 per 


cent over the cost estimate of

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Steel jobs at 
highest level 
in 3 years 


Domestic steel industry 
employment in July reached its 
highest level in more than three 
years, new American Iron and 
Steel Institute figures disclose. 

AISI said 524,000 persons 
were engaged in production and 
marketing of steel in July. This 
was an increase of 4,500 persons 
from June—and the highest 
Steelmaking employment level 
. since the 535,600 total reached in 
June 1971. 

During July, steel producers 
paid out $664,707,000 in wages 
and salaries, bringing the total 
of such payments through the 
first seven months of 1974 to 
$4,448,483,000. & 

Despite a seasonal decline in 
July, domestic steel shipments 
remained significantly ahead of 
their 1973 record pace through 
the first seven months of this 


year. 

Mills in this country sent-their 
customers 66,677,000 tons of 
steel mill products in January- 
July 1974, This was 1,451,000 
tons more than shipments 
during the same seven months 
of last year 

July shipments were 8,843,000 
tons, a drop of 455,000 tons from 
June. However, the July total 
was still 140,000 tons higher than 
shipments for the same month 
of 1973. 

The main impetus for the 
continuing steel shipment boom 
has been sustained heavy 
demand from steel service 
centers, the construction in- 
dustry, capital goods and 
energy producers, container 
makers, rail transport, shipping 
and agriculture. This demand 
has more than offset a sharp 
decline in shipments to the auto 
industry.
